Americans, \preferring not to arouse 
American spirit... The Kaiser sent his 
best troops against the Americans, 
and the Kaiser’s .best troops were 
beaten. Many of them are dead, and 
we have a thousand of them. prisoners. 

Americans Marveled at It. 

There was considerable wonderment 
among French and American. officers 
last week when it was discovered that 
the crack 5th Guard and 28th Ger- 
man Divisions were in front of us. It 
was generally believed then that the 
Germans planned no immediate at- 
tempt tg,edvance northwest of Cha- 
teau-Thierry, and. there was much 
speculation as to why Hindenburg had 
sent these troops there, This-is now 
explained by a captured German. $ offi- 
cer’s statement, and is substantiated 


“by. documents found on him. He said 


these two divisions already were on 
their way to the rear for a four weeks’ 
rest, to take part in another offensive, 
when suddenly they were ordered to 
go at once to the front northwest of 
.Chitteau-Thierry, “im order to-pre- 
vent at all costs the Americans. wl 
able to achieve success.” 

This showed the anxiety of the Ger- 
man High Command regarding the 
effect that an American success would 
have on thé German Army and the 
populace, and of the great desira- 
bility of preventing such a happening. 

When I visited the headquarters of 
this French army today a sheet of 
paper was handed to me on which was 
written a report of information gained 
from the examination of a large num- 
ber of prisoners from the 28th Ger- 
man’ Division. ‘ 

Underestimated Our Efforts. 

The report: said: 7 

“ American assistance, which. was 
underestimated in Germany because 
they doubted its value and its oppor- 
tunity,, worries the German High 
Command more ¢than it will admit. 
The, officers.themselves recognize that 
among. other causes it is the principal 
reason for which Germany hastens to 
try to end the war and impose peace. 
They believe that if we. succeed in 
holding on for the rest of this, year 
the German cause. will be lost. | But 
they. say that until the end of the 
year they will allow us no respite in 
their effort to break our morale and 
our will to conquer. They hope that 
fear of devastations and the terror 
caused in Paris, as well as continuing 
attacks of the German Army, deter- 
mined to end the war, will get the best 
of our resistance-before American aid 
will become truly effective.

In desperation, strong forces esti- 
mated at 30,000 to 40,000 men were 
flung -yesterday against the rewon 
line from Courcelles to-Mery. The 
result ‘was literally’ disastrous. The 
French soldiers, keyed to the highest 
pitch by the successes of the last for- 
ty- eight hours, surpassed their for- 
mer performances and réfused to allow 
the Germans to gain a yard of ground. 
After eight hours’ vain and costly 
efforts; the attack was - abandoited 
through sheer exhaustion.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
June 14.—The front has subsided into 
actions of no more than local impor- 
tance. The five days’ battle west of 
the Oise has ended for the Germans, 
after an advance varying from two to 
six miles, in a very costly reverse, 
and for the Allies in a brilliant suc- 
cess of good generalship and indomita- 
ble spirit in the ranks. 

Beside the losses of the enemy, the 
French loss of the Thiescourt hills and 
the wooded part of the valley opposite 
is of little importance. The Offensive 
which was to give a decision against 
them is far from finished, but-in rela- 
tion to the resistance it -encounters_ it 
shows a falling, not a rising, gamut |’ 
of power.

The Prus- 
sion lower house’s fourth ‘rejection, by 
a bigger majority than ever, of the 
Democratic franchise reform for Prus- 
sia promised to the people by the 
Kaiser, is having a serious effect on the 
whole German political situation, and 
threatens to result in the disruption of 
two great political parties. 

The fifth reading of the Prussian 
franchise reform bill: must take place 
in twenty-one days, but it ds highly 


improbable that any other. result will 
be obtained. The most serious split is 
that ‘in the National Liberal Party. It 
threatens to fall into two parties, the 
more Democratic section being slightly 
larger. This will be the third disrup- 
tion suffered: by the party which’ has 
been steadily losing ground- since the 
flourishing timeg_-when it was Bis- 
marck’s instrument in forwarding some 
of the worst features of his polity. 

The Roman Catholic Centre Party, to 
which the Chancellor belongs, is similar- 
ly threatened. About one-third of it is 
against the franchise reform, though in 
this case the cement of religion may 
prevent a wide breach in the ranks. 
From all parts of the country protests 
are flowing in upon the Dxecutive of the 
party against the attitude of the reac- 
tionary wing. .The Centre’s situation is 
made all the worse by the result of the 
recent by-election in the Glenwitz con- 
stituency of Upper Silesia, where a 
strong Centre candidate, standing for 
annexation, was defeated by « majority 
of nearly §,000 by a Democratic Pole 
in a constituency where as recently as 
1898 the Polish candidate could not db- 
tain fifty votes. Centre papers in East 
Germany frankly and disappointedly ad- 
mit that the defeat was owing to the 
candidate’s annexationist attitude. | 

The question is: What will be the 
course of action of the Prussian Gov- 
ernment, which promised to stand or 
fall by the equal franchise? Count 
Hertling said recently that he already 
possessed the Kaiser's mandate for the 
dissolution of the Prussian ParHament.

MOSCOW, June 2, (via London, June 
14.)—Ambassador Mirbach, admitting 
that General Krasnoff had asked the 
Germans for help, has officially. in- 
formed the Commissariat of Foreign Af-.

Certain officers tried to stir up dis- 
satisfaction, for example, over the fact 
that Czechoslovak Council troops had 
been requisitioned for Moscow, Then 
there is the conflict between the Czechs 
and Magyars at Chelyabinsk, after 
which came the demand that the Czechs 
should, to avoid further incidents, travel 
unarmed, except for ordinary guards. 

The strategical significance of their 
action is the temporary cutting off of 
Russia from the Urals, but at Ufa they 
have already been disarmed, and com- 
plete liquidation of the affair is ex- 
pected within a few days. French. of- 
ficers are to sit on the Commission of 
Inquiry. 

The political significance of these in- 
cidents is an indirect increase in the 
difficulties of food transmission. This, 
of course, is directly to the. advantage 
of Germany, because, unlike previous 
discontents, such as the Bolshevist dis- 
content of last Summer, the present un- 
rest has as. its basis the stomach only, 
and carries with it:no definite political 
movement. Its object—at least the ob- 
ject with which it is fanned ‘by. the 
counterrevolutionaries—is to throw out 
the Soviets. It has nothing with which 
to replace them. After the Soviets, the

“The meat ration cannot be in+ 
creased to supplement, the bread short- 
age, as the cattle, if not diminished in 
number. have decreased in weight, and 
bones and skin form much the greater 
proportion of the total weight of the 
ration than formerly.

_west has. been good, but only sufficient 
to permit the daily ration of a pound 
per -head per day. Efforts are being 
made to thake up the shortage with ar- 
tifically prepared foods, such as pow- 
dered milk, fruit, and eggs, which, it 
ig claimed, give the same number of 
calories as bread, but are not satisfy- 


“In Austria,” says Pertinax, ‘‘ sup- 
plies are still less abundant, and by 
the admission of the newspapers un- 
equal distribution of foodstuffs. is pro- 
ducing great bitterness and racial feel- 
ing among the various, peoples who 
make up both empires.

Labor Department Stady Shows 
Disastrous Blanders in Food 
Administration. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—-Announce- 
ment by the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Labor, of the results of 
a survey setting forth that Turkey is 
starving, that Germany and Austria are 


not starving, but are having a hard 
struggle to feed themselves; that Hun- 
gary is in better shape than either Ger- 
many or Austria, and that Bulgaria, so 
far as food is concerned, is suffering 
the least of all the countries coveted, is 
based upon a long and careful investi- 
gation. | 

The survey shows that Germany has 
failed by a wide margin to live up to 
her reputation for efficiency in her at- 
tempts at food administration, having 
been obliged to reverse her ‘policies in 
an effort to remedy in part the dis- 
astrous results of official blunders. It 
shows conclusively that the civil pop- 
ulations of Germany and Austria are 
suffering permanent physical deteriora- 
tion from lack of proper food, that the 
death rate from tuberculosis is rapidly 
increasing, that growing boys and girls 
are not getting half the nourishment 
they should have, and’ that manual 
laborers are being underfed to about the 
same extent. 

Profiteering, greed, the breakdown of 
transportation, and faulty organization 
are set forth as big factors in the food 
situation of Germany and her allies. 

Data which the department obtained 
‘concerning the effect of the food short- 
age upon the public health in Germany 
cover the period: up to the late Spring 
of 1917, and it ig belioved, from the 
fragmentary reports which have since 
been received, that the situation has 
gradually become more serious, 

The figures obtained show that dur- 
ing March, April, and May, 1917, 1,606 
persons in Berlin died of tuberculosis, 
as compared with 1,082 for the samo 
period in the previous year; that deaths 
from pneumonia in Berlin for the same 
periods were respectively 1,000 and 622, 
and deaths from other diseases of the 
lungs, including pleurisy, 837 and 190. 

Details are given to show that in 1917. 
children of 7 and 8 years, who required 
1,700 calories daily, were provided with 
about 1,800, and that conditions among 
older persons were even worse. 

Men engaged in light work who re- 
quired 2,450 calories were . receiving 
about 1,200, and those engaged in heavy 
work who required from 38,500 to 6,000, 
according to their labors, received from 

1,600 to. 1,050. These examples were 
given not. as proof that Germany was 
atarving, but as an indication of the 
atruggle for existence. 

In Vienna the figures show that deaths 
from tuberculosis had jumped from 14,810 
-in 1915 te: 9,651 in 1916, and information

Question of Time and Effectives, 

The war situation today is a ques- 
tion of time, » and effectives. 
Those are the three factors of equa- 
tion on whose solution depends the 
fact of ‘the world. Can the Ger- 
mans reduce the allied effectives in} 
time to strike ‘a fatal blow before the 
reinforcements rushed across the At- 
lantic’ are ready ‘to turn the scale in 
the Allies’ favor?

Petain’s Masterly Tactics. 


June 18.—It has been said that the 
secret of Petain’s rise in three years 
from the position of Colonel to Com- 
mander in Chief of the French armies 
is his knowledge of when to launch 
counterattacks. The ability to select 
the right place and time for a sudden 
stroke which nullifies the enemy’s gains 
has been the attribute of great Captains 
throughout history, and is one of the 
cardinal bases of successful strategy. 
In that one word, counterattacks, Lies 
the explanation of the triumphant 
French resistance in the present battle 
against vastly superior numberg—that 
and the indomitable courage of the de- 
fenders. . 

The master tactician commanding the 
army whose sector has heen assailed 
has so imbued his subordinates with his 
own principles, that there is hardly a 
position in the whole range of opera~ 
tions that the.Germans have not been 
forced to take two or three times over. 
For it is not only the counterstroke on 
a@ grand scale, like that which has won 
back nearly all the Germans’ gains on 
the left wing, which counts in a struggle 
of this kind, where the losses inflicted 
on the enemy are far more important 
than a hill or a village saved or aban-| 
doned. It is the unexpected change from 
defense to attack, at the psychologi 
moment, that has maintained the spirit 
of the French troops and smashed their 
weakened assailants just as they were 
thinking their success was assured. .

Practical possibility? In spite of what 
the navy has done, and.of the very 
changed condition of thing’ today from 
what they were a year ago, the prob- 
| lem is still intensely serious. 

Speaking at Edinburgh a week or two 
ago the Prime Minister confirmed, with 
the full authority of the Admiralty, 
what some observers had already been 
Yash enough to infer from published 
figures. He told us: that the German 
subrharine, though no longer a menace, 
was still a nuisance. i 


The Menace of a Year Ago. 


Hardly more thah a year ago it was 
@ menace of appalling dimensions. The 
German plan and the German expecta- 
tion were to destroy a million tons of 
British shipping a month and to frighten 
all neutrél shipping off the seas, For 
two weeks in the month of April, 1917, 
the enemy attained this rate of de- 
struction, and indeed surpassed it. In 
the three months—April, May, and June 
—he sank between 1,300,000 and 1,400,- 
000 tons of British shipping alone, and 
Very nearly 900,000 tons of neutral and 
allied shipping. 

To call this a ‘‘' menace” only is to 
understate the case. It was a sentence 
of death if it could have been continued. 
Today not only.is he sinking much less 
than half of this, but, with American 
help, we are building nearly twice as 
much tonnage as we were building. The 


». Germans’ immediate strategic aim, then, 


4s defeated, for allied tonnage is grow- 
ing and not diminishing. 

But, if the word ‘‘ menace” under- 
‘states the position of a_year ago, the 
word.‘‘ nuisance.” understates the pres- 
ent, position. For in the month’ of April 
‘the world lost over; 300,000 tons. of ship- 
ping, and cargoes to correspond. 

Dernburg in his recent speech said that 
the average cargo ton was worth £35 
nd that it cost £50 to replace a ton 
of shipping. At this rate the submarine 
war has already cost the anti-German 
world over £1,250,000,000 and must now 
be taxing us at the rate of over £300,- 
000,000 a year. The economic loss, dis- 
location of plans and embarrassment to 
our military action involved—all of these 
are more formidable disadvantages, and 
the enemy can still impose them on us, 

Ending the “ Nuisance” Altogether. 

The nuisance, then, is, in the vulgar 
phrase, an ‘‘ awful nuisance,”’ so bad, in 
fact, that we are compelled to ask if the 
measures that have ended the subma- 
rine as a menace can be expected to put 
an end to it altogether, or at least 60 
greatly hamstring it, if you can ham- 
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There can be i ‘bites now ‘nat for 
the present the great battle of the Oise 
has ended. “All..day yesterday, there 
was -relative quiet on all ‘fronts in 
France, the only form of activity being 
the artillery firing. This can mean 
nothing: élse than that the Germans have 
suffered a: decided defeat.::. As nearly 
as we can tell from ‘information: which 
has reached us, the Germans threw into 
the ‘fighting between Montdidier and 
Noyon twenty-three diviaions—a total 
of about 300,000 men. What their losses 
have been’ we have no means of esti- 
mating with any hope of accuracy, but 
that they were extraordinarily heavy 
we may be reasonably certain. That in 
spite of these sacrifices Germany failed 
in her objects; cannot be looked upon in 


| any other light than a decisive defeat. 


Germany began this: particular offen- 
Sive with several objects. The most 
important in relation to ‘the entire 
scheme was the widening of the Amiens 
salient. . Another was the ‘elimination 
of the danger.into which she fell when 
she permitted hergelf to be drawn away 
from her original purpose by the ad- 
vance to the Marne. This gavévher a 
long new line. to -defend—a 
breaking. of whith would invite dis- 
aster. If this line could be connected 
directly with Montdidier both objects 
would be accomplished. ..The situation 
was not altogether uninvfting by reason 
of the configuration of the battlelines. 
Germany had created a favorite form 
of line for methods, a great salient 
in the French positions formed by -the 
German successes in Picardy and on 
the Marne, To break down this salient 
by an attack against one or both sides 
would be to follow German strategy as 
it has-been exhibited to us since 1914. 
Germany struck not on both sides, but 
with all of her available force concen- 
trated on one aide. She struck and was 
defeated, even though she did penetrate 
the French lines. for a short distance. 
ailing here, as a forlorn hope she 
struck on: the other side—between the 
forest of Villers-Cotterets and the Aisne. 
She advanced as far as France let her 
advance and then was stopped. 

There was most excellent reason for 
the Small retirement of the French be- 
fore this last attack. The ground which 
they held was on a plateau some 500 
feet high"between the points of attack. 
The Germans, however, held half of this 
plateau, so that there was no advan- 
tage to the French in clinging to what 
they held when but a few miles behind 
them was a much better position. So 
they’ fought their way ‘in retreat,’ hold- 
ing off the Germans‘es they fell back, 
and withdrew across the ravine of La- 





line the 


yersine. Directly-behind this ravine 


there is another plateau, even higher }- 


than that to the west, and considerably 
| larger... It. is. excellently guarded from 
all sides—on the north by -the Aisne, 
on the south by the Forest of Villers- 
Cottérets, and on the east by the low 
ground over which the Germans had to 
advance against the French on the 
heights. In addition to this the ap- 
proach from the east is up a stiff slope, 
which is absolutely barren and ‘clear. 
It was to obtain the full advantage of 
this position that the French fell back, 
and not in answer. to German pressure. 
But when this position was reached, 
the Germans -were brought up quickly 
and forced to come to a full stop: This 
engagement, a sort of last hope that 
the French might be caught napping, 
brought the fighting to a close: It was 
the final answer. to the German effort 
for Compiégne. 

This fighting since Sunday has dem- 
onstrated one thing beyond doubt, and 


.that is the purpose of the Aisne offen- 
‘sive. The theory was advanced in some 


quarters that the Germans had planned 
to reach the Marne because of the im- 
portance of the railroad which runs 
along its southern bank between Paris 
and Verdun, through Chalons. - After 
this was reached Germany would then, 
acting on this theory, make a drive 
from Verdun or from the forest of Ar- 
gonne, negr by on the west, and cut off 
the troops which were holding the Al- 
sace-Lorraine front—which troops in- 
clude the bulk pf the American forces, 
and so force their surrender. The Ger- 
mans, if. they entertained such plans, 
which seem impossible, must have made 
a rapid mental shift—and when was the 
German mind quick?—and carried their 
operations back to the Montdidier sa- 
lient; for that. of course, is what the last 
attack was aimed at. 

Indeed, we should be in error if we 
abandoned the theory, in interpreting 
Germany’s moves, that they are all 
timed to produce a certain effect on a 
particular objective, and that there is 
but one single objective in the entire 
German scheme toward which all at- 
tacks must lead. 
and must continue to lead toward the 
sea, with the basic idea of destroying 
the British army. An attack toward 
the sea is the only promise of ultimate 
victory, and this’ is what Germany is 
fighting for ; this is the object of all of 
her great attacks of this year. This at 
once gives a standard by which’ success 
can be ‘measured, and an interpretation 
of Germany’s objects. Judged by this 
standard German success is still far 
distant.

Much anxiety was’ felt about other 
County Down boats, chiefly belonging 
to the Ardglass and Kilkeel fleet, which 
were fishing off Dunmore Point, County 
Waterford. But about midday on June 
1 they arrived, stating they were safe. 

The U-boat officers spoke excellent 
English, and’ asked questions about the 
fishing fleet, where their catches were 
usually sent, the value of the boats, 
&c. The commander took notes of thé 
men’s statements. The night was very 
clear and calm, and this doubtless ac- 
counted for the fact that no lives were 
lost. Fishing is the main industry of 
the community, whose actual. loss is 
stated.to be between £6,000 and £7,000. 

As some of the crew of one of the 
boats were making for shore, one of the 
submarine’s officers shouted: 

“Tell the people how kind we. have 
been to you.” 

The submarine, it is added, was armed 
fore and aft, and bore no identifica- 
tion number. The Captain was very 
courteous, and the only articles taken 
from any of the smacks were some 
ropes and a pair of sea boots.

Germans Base Deportations on 
Order Requiring Help in 
“Public Calamity.” - 








FORCED LABOR NEAR FRONT 





Minister’ Presents to Lansing a 
Statement of Cruelties In- 
flicted on Civillans. ’ 





; — 

WASHINGTON, June 14,—Deporta- 
tion afid forced labor inflicted upon Bel- 
gian civilians by the German Govern- 
ment not only continue’ unabated. but 
have taken on a. new. character, accord- 
ing to a memorandum presented to Sec- 
retary of State Lansing by the Belgian 
Minister, made public today. The mem- 
orandum contains a copy of the protest 
sent to the Gernian Governor General of 
occupied Belgium by the Belgian Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives in 
March. 

The deportation of civilians.is being 
carried on; states the memorandum, es- 
pecially in the military zone which com- 
prises the two Flanders, and a great 
part of the provinces of Hainaut, 
Namur, and Luxemburg: During March 
of this year, 2,700 men from all ‘condi- 
tions of life were taken from Lockeren, 
in East Flanders, to do military work 
on the western front. Moerbeke, 
Wachtebeke, and the surrounding re- 
gion were called upon during the same 
month to furnish 800 civilians to lay 
railroads. 

The names of all girls and women from 
14 to 40 years were requiréd by the Ger- 
mans from Alost and its district. Some 
of the boys deported are as young as 
18% years. High schools and grammar 
schools have been called upon to fur- 
nish their quotas. 

Those deported, instead of being sent 
to Germany as in the past, the memo- 
randum says, are now being sent to 
work in the region behind. the German 
front in France and Belgium. The Ger- 
mans also appear to have changed their 
reasons for the deportations. The pre- 
text formerly used—to give work td the 
unemployed—has been abandoned, and 
now the deportations are being made 
on the ground that by an_order issued 
by the German General Headquarters 
“every inhabitant of the country may 
be compelled to give his help in case of 
public calamity, even outside his resi- 
dence.’’ 

Under the new prete the German 
Government, says the memorandum, 
continues “to tear the Belgians away 
from their homes in order :to transport 
them into regions immediately - behind 
the German front in France and Bel- 
gium. There they..are herded like cattle 
in special camps, compelled to do work 
of a military character or interest. 
Many are sent into the zone of _opera- 
tions and-exposed to the fire of’ Belgian 
or allied batteries. Besides, they are 
subjected to bad treatment and brutal- 
ity; their complaints do not reach the 
outside world, for tthe military zone 
where they are sent is strictly closed 
and no’ delegate of a neutral power is 
ever allowed to enter that territory. 

‘In.the camps where the Belgian de- 
ported persons are kept, the worst con- 
ditions prevail. They are exposed to

COAST WATCHERS HONORED. 


Britain Decorates Two Who Rescued 
and Fed Tuscania Men. 
LONDON, Jung14.—Order of the Brit- 


ish Empire medals have been given to 
Robert Morrison and Duncan Campbell 








in recognition of their heroic rescues. of 


survivors from the troopship Tuscania, 
which was torpedoed off the Scottish 
coast. 

Morrison, who was a coast watcher 
at Upper Killeyan, Mullofoa, saved the 
lives of three American soldiers. He 
waded out into the surf with a rope to 
where two Americans were clinging to 
a rock and hauled them ashore. He 
then scaled a cliff 250 feet in height 
and rescued an exhausted American 
who had climbed up: part of the way in 
the darkness, but was too weak to go 
further. 

Morrison carried this man on his back 
and gave him shelter in his home on 
top of the cliff. He also provided food 
and shelter for a total of ninety Amer- 
ican survivors. 

Campbell, also a coast watcher at 
Mullofoa, likewise rescued.an American 
from the side of the cliff and took him 
to his farmhouse. In addition, he gave 


shelter and food to fourteen other sur-. 


vivors found wandering along the rocky 
coast.

RYAN GOES ‘AFTER SPRUCE. 


New Director Demands 15,000,000 
Feet a Month for Airplanes. 


WASHINGTON; June 14.—John D. 
Ryan, financier and copper magnate, 
has been saying nothing ever since he 
took over direction of aircraft produc- 
tion, but considerable evidence has ac- 
cumulated that points toward definite 
accomplishment in one direction. that 
military men say it would be most dan- 
gerous to neglect. That is the produc- 
tion of airplane spruce. 

Lumber men say that Mr. Ryan has 
demanded 15,000,000 feet of spruce a 
month from the Cascade forests, and

men, the planning of logging railroads, 
and the mobilization of a rather large 
existing industry for war production in- 
dicate that he intends to get it.

long as the raw material flow to France 
and England is maintained the Aliies 
will have machines. 

It is because of the peculiar qualities 
of Sitka spruce that it sustains the 
stresses of high-speed airplanes better 
than any other substance the world 
knows, and it is because of its peculiar 
distribution and habitat that the United 
States is finding it a difficult task to 
get enough of it. It had but low esteem 
as a commercial wood in the pre-war 
days, most of it. getting inta the waste 
piles of sawmill yards, though a little 
of the best and thickest, specially pre- 
pared, went into the sounding boards of 
pianos. Queerly enough, Germany was 
always a big buyer of that portion of 
the product. 

Only about 35 or 40 per'‘cent. of the 
wood in the trunk has the strength, 
toughriess, and resiliency that airplane 
struts and spars require. It takes spe- 
cial machinery and special handling in 
hundreds of mills, small and large, to‘ 
get out this 35 per cent. It isn’t prac- 
ti¢al or possible, the lumber operators 
find, to take out the spruce unless sur- 
rounding trees are also removed.

It 
will involve also problems concerning 
the disposition, present and future, of 
the unused fir and other timber that 
comes out with the spruce. 


Limits Eligibles for Bureau Duty.

HAD HARBOR MAPS 


Supposed Enemy: Naval Officer 
Questioned About Secret 
Wireless Plant. 








ARRESTED. IN ATLANTIC-CITY 





Secret Service Says’ Jungbluth 
Posed In Many Cities asa. 
Belgian Refugee. 





Federal agents arrested on the Board- 
walk at Atlantic City yesterday, a man 
who said he was Norman Allen, but 
who, according to reports received. in 
New York, is Herman Joseph Junghluth 
or. Yungbluth, who is believed to be in 
the naval service of Germany. He was 
held under Section 2 of the Hspionage 
act, which makes it a felony for a 





person to have in his, possession for the 
purpose of transmission to the enemy 
photographs, blueprints, maps, or other 
data -pertaining to the defenses of. the 
United States. The penalty following 
conviction may be death by hanging or 
thirty years in the Federal penitentiary. 

The man is said to‘ have been em- 
ployed at one time by the Falkenbach 
Manufacturing Company of this city. 
He was a bookkeeper, and was dis- 
charged a year before this country. en- 
tered the war. His former -employers, 
it is said, have informed the Govern- 


ment that he is a German and that he 
is also very ‘‘ intelligent and egotistical.’ 

Immediately after his arrest the sus- 
pect was taken before United States 
Commissioner Henry W. Lewis of At- 
lantic City and held in $25,000 bail for a 
earing next yee 4 afternoon. The 
prisoner is said to have made state- 
ments which have been forwarded to 
Attorney General Greaety. 

The capture of Jungbluth is nsid- 
ered of great importance and may lead 
to sensational developments. One of 
the matters he was questioned about 
was a report that an enemy wireless 
peat has been operating in Northern 

ew Jersey and communicating ‘with 
U-boats off this coast. 

A tin box, which, it was said, contained 
maps of harbors along the Atlantic 
Coast, sketches of munition making 
plants, and other data which would be 
of great value to an enemy, was found 
among the prisoner’s effects. Jungbluth 
is an expert draftsman and a graduate 
of a German university. He speaks sev- 
eral languages. ; 

A Nnaval enlistment’ document signed 
by the German Consul General was also 
found in his room, together with a set 
of marine regulations contained in a 
small pocket pamphlet. It was* from 
these papers that detectives learned his 
right name. When searched Jungbluth 
had in a pocket of his coat a card show- 
ing where. a man known as Herman 
Jungbluth had been placed on parole. in 
New York City following a conviction 
for larceny.

He was 
smuggled back without passports. He 
posed as a Belgian refugee, and ob- 
tained ready employment in many cities 
by his story.

charged" that he was behind ‘strikes in 
different parts of the country. Lehane 
was arrested on Thursday night, at his 
New York apartment and was taken to 
Hartford, Conn., in an automobile yes- 
terday. A warrant for his arrest was 
issued six weeks ago by a Federal 
court in Hartford and this warrant was 
supplemented _two wetks ago by a 
bench warrant. 4 

He was held ynder $25,000 bail, and 
failing to get it was locked up in the 
Hartford County Jail. Plunkett was ar- 
rested in New Haven. Search of Le- 
hane’s rooms revealed evidence that led 
the Secret Service to charge Plunkett, 
Socialist candidate for Governor and Sec- 
retary in Connecticut of that party, with 
inciting strikes and spreading seditious 
literature. 

A truckload.of papers, pamphlets, 
and other Socialist matter was seized 
in’ Plunkett’s office in Wallingford and 
taken. to New Haven. Plunkett had a 
preliminary hearing last night before 
United States Commissioner William A.

HIS AIRPLANE DROPPED) 


Lieut. McCarron Had Drift Wire| 
Break at 7,000 Feet, but Land- 
ed Safely with Passengers. 





A description of an excellent view of 
the recent eclipse obtained from an air- 
plane 7,000 feet above Fort Sill, Okla, 
in the path of totality, but marred by 
a@ near fatality, is contained in a letter 
written -by Lieutenant Henry A. Mc- 
Carron, a member of the Aviation Sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps.

Duncan of Camperdown for his famous 
victory. over the Duteh fleet off Cam- 
perdown in 1797, capturing the Dutch 
Admiral de inter. 

His son, Robert Dundas Duncan, was 
created the first Earl of Camperdown 
in 1881, spwhen he also took as the family 
mame Haldane-Duncan, his dfather 
having married a Miss aldane of 
Perthshire. Robert’s two elder brothers 
died before their father. 

The second Earl of Camperdown was 
the surviving second son of the. first, 
born in 1812, artd succeeding to_the title 
in 1859. He had married in 1889 the 
eldest daughter and coheiress of Sir 
George Richard Philips 

They had three chiviren, two sons— 
the late third Earl, born in 1841, who 
succeeded to the title in 1867, and the 
Bostonian alluded to in the dispatch, 
born in 1 d one wanted Lady 
Julia Janet Georgiana, who married the 
fourth rd Abercromby in. 1858, was

The War Labor Board's deci- 
sion.in: the case was that the men should 
be“permitted ‘to join unions. 

. The President's letter to the telégraph 
heads: reads: 

‘My attention has been called to the 
fact that the National War Labor Board, 
after a careful consideration of the ques- 
tions at issue beween the telegraph com- 
panies and their employes, have arrived 
at“a decision, the essential points of 
which are embraced in the following: 

**“(1), The employes have a right to 


join a union if they so desire, and men} 


discharged for joining the union should 
be reinstated. 

** (2).. The company should not be re- 
quired to deal with the union or to 
recognize it. . ; 

‘* (8). Committees of employes should 
be recognized in presenting grievances. 

‘* (4). Where employes and employ- 
ers fail to agree, the question in dispute 
should be determined by the National 
War Labor Board. 

“* (56).. The telegraphers’ union should 
not initiate strikes or permit its mem- 
berg to initiate them, but should submit 
all grievances to the National War La- 
bor Board. ; : 

‘“‘T am informed that the representa- 
tives of the union. are willing to accept 
this decision, but that the representa- 
tives of the telegraph companies have 
not accepted it. ‘ 

** May I not say that in my judgment 
ft is imperatively necessary in the na- 
tional interest that decisions of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board should be ac- 
cepted by both parties to labor disputes? 
To fail to accept them, is to jeopard the 
interest of the nation very seriously, be- 
cause it constitutes a rejection of the 
instrumentality set up by the Govern- 
ment itself for the determination of la- 
bor disputes, set up with a sincere de- 
sire to arrive at justice in every case 
and with the express purpose of safe- 
guarding the nation against labor diffi- 
culties during the continuation of the 
present ‘war. « 4 . “  - 

‘« all these circdmstances befhg taken 
into consideration, I do not hesitate to 
gay that it is a patriotic duty to co-op- 
erate in this all-important matter with 
the Government, by the use of the in- 
atrumentality which the Government has 
set up I, therefore, write to ask that 
I may have your earnest co-operation in 
this matter, as in all others, and that 
you will set an example to the other 
employers of the country by a prompt 
and cordial acquiescence.”’ 





Announces Railway Operators’ Sup- 
port. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 14.—A demand 
that the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany ‘‘abide by the decision of the 
National War Labor Board that oper- 
ators be given the right to join unions ” 
was made today, according to S. J. 
Konenkamp, President of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ Union of America, by, 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers, Mr. 
Konenkamp adding that the two 
“unions will stand together in the 
struggle against the Western Union. 
The time limit for meeting the demand 
’ expires at noon tomorrow, Mr. Konen- 
kamp said. 

The railroad telegraphers’ organization 
represents more an 80,000 operators, 
who handle much Western Union busi- 
ness, he declared. He announced he was 

eased with the action of* the Postal 

legraph Company in agreeing not to 
discharge operators who belong to a 
union, and with the stand of President 
Wilson as announced in letters to the 
tel grenh companies. : 

“Tf this agreement is followed by 
reinstatement of the 300 or more em- 
ployes who were discharged in violation 
of esident Wilson’s proclamation, and 
if they are reimbursed for time lost, 
our trouble with the Postal company 
will be ended,’’: said Mr. Konenkamp. 
‘“‘In such a case our trouble will be 
confined to the Western Union, unless 
it, too, complies with the President’s 
request. 

‘““Word has reached me that the 
Western Union officials are trying to 
cloud the issue by forming a hand- 
picked union along the lines Mr. Carlton 
pro d to the War Labor Board and 
which was rejected-by it. The forma- 
tion of such an organization will not 
change our plans in the least.’’ 

Mr. Konenkamp declared that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s action in asking telegraph 
officials to accept findings of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, probably 
would result in’ some solution of the 
controversy before a strike of Western 
Union telegraph operators was called. 

“Although our ultimatum to the 
Western. Union expires tomorrow noon,

WANT TO PAY SALARIES. 


Government Officials Not Satisfied 
with Dollar-a-Year System. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—A survey 
has been undertaken by the Government 
looking to putting its dollar-a-year vol- 
unteers on substantial salaries. These 
men have received nominal compensa- 
tion under a law forbidding the Gov- 
ernment to accept services without pay. 

Information on the several hundred of 
the men. now serving under the War 
Industries Board and other war 
‘agencies, including their duties, con- 
nection with private interests, and value 
of their services, has been gathered by 
the Ways and Means Committee in re- 
eponse to urgent requests from Govern- 
ment officials that the nominal pay 
system be abolished in the interest of 
peermoncy and of direct responsibility 
to the Government.

“‘DRYS”’ PUSHING THEIR FIGHT 


Prohibitionists Prepare to Shift the 
Issue to the House. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Prohibition 
forces’ 1n Congress today marshaled 
their strength to battle for nation-wide 
suppression of the liquor ‘traffic during 
the war. Faced with the probability of 
being. beaten in their efforts to have the 
Senate pass the Jones amendment to the 
emergency food act, they prepared to 
bring the issue before both Houses of 
Congress. on its’ merits. in a straight- 





‘out prohibition bill. 


Representative Webb, Chairman of 
the House. Judiciary Committee, an- 
nounced that if the Senate rejected the 
Jones and Randall dry amendments, he 
would speed consideration by his com- 
mittee of the Barclay bill, which con- 
tains the same provision as the Jones 
amendment—making it unlawful to sell 
intoxicating beverages for the | re- 
mainder of the war. 

At the same time Senator Sheppard 
will introduce a duplicate of the Bar- 
clay bill in the Senete. 

But the ‘‘drys’’ have not ven up 
hope that they will win the Senate to 
Support the Jones amendment, in. spite 
of President Wilson’s opposition to at- 
a prohibition to a food bill as a 
rider. 

The Senate Committee on Agriculture 
held. two meetings today to eonsider the 
question, At the first meeting, by a 
wote of three to two, Senator Smith of 
South Carolina, acting Chairman, was 
instructed to report the emergency food 
act with the. Jones amendment. 

Senator Smith, however, did not re- 
Port it when the Senate met. Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, an ardent “dry,”’ 
asked Senator Smith why he had not 
obeyed the mandate of the committee. 

Senator Smith’s explanation was that- 
as only fiye members of the committee 
had attended the meeting, he had been 
forced to heed appeals of other mem- 
bers, who, goer been in doubt of the 
hour of the meeting, had not. attended, 
and who'later had asked fora chance 
to-express their opintons regarding the 
Jones Amendment. Senator Smith an- 
nounced that in fairness to these mem— 
bers, he had called a second committee 
meeting. 


PENROSE IN PARTY PEACE. 


Pennsylvania Factions Heed Hays’s 
Plea and Unite for Campaign. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—Senator 
Penrose and his factional opponents in 
Pennsylvania Republican politics buried 
the hatchet at a conference at the Belle- 
vue today, and pledged themselves to a 
united effort to elect the State ticket in 
November. They also pledged support 
to the National Administration in the 
prosecution of the war. 

Under the inspiration of the ‘‘ win- 
the-war ’’ plea of Will H. Hays, Chair- 
man of the National Committee, a re- 
organization meeting of the Republican 
State Committee became a political love 
feast. Mr. Hays came to Philadelphia 
to preach the doctrine of united Repub- 
licanism in support of the war. He in- 
sisted, as he has been doing since his 
election, that partisan politics should 
play no part in the prosecution of the 
conflict. 

Mr. Hays avoided criticism, but Sen- 
ator Penrose asserted that the Adminis- 
tration was marked by inefficiency and 
that the conflict should not be consid- 
ered ‘‘ President Wilson’s war.” 

Senator Sproul, the Gubernatorial 
nominee, was warmly received. . 
‘ While part of the State Committee 
was engaged with Mr. Hays, up-State 
advocates. of prohibition tried to put 
through a resolution favoring the Fed- 
eral prohibition amendment, but action 
on the proposal was postponed.

ALL-MUST MAKE SACRIFICES 





Manufacturers Will Have to Bear 
Burden So That the Nation 
Can Win the War. 





: Bpecial to. The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Details of 
the plan under which the United States 
Employment Service will take over the 
distribution of labor for the war indus- 
tries after July 15. were discussed to- 
day. at the National War Labor Con- 
ference. The delegates were warned 
that war industries were ‘‘ perilously 
short of men,” that less essential man- 
ufacturers must release their skilled 
employes, and that ‘ pitiless. publicity ’’ 
would be used to punish any employer 
who placed obstacles in the way of a 
successful carrying out of the program. 

Nathan A. Smyth of New York, As- 
sistantDirector General of the Employ- 
ment Service, served notice on the less 
essential industries that the labor sup- 
ply as well as materials must be de- 
voted first to the winning of the war, 
and personal. considerations put aside 
until that task was accomplished. 

‘War. work must have men. at any, 
cost,”” he said. ‘‘ It may mean the clos- 
ing of nonessential plants, sacrifice 
and loss by man after man, but never- 
theless we must bear it because we 
can’t win the war without men, and 
we must win the war. The burden of [ 
nonessentials will be equalized and 80 
distributed that there will be a minimum 
of hardship. Employers: will be asked 
to give their full co-operation and help. 

““We must find fit men for war in- 
dustries. The Employment Service will 
have experts to examine applicants. 
The sending of unfit men into war work 
jis a crime against the country. All our 
plans will be flexible and adaptable. 

‘“* Many manufacturers are loyally co- 
operating with the Government in its 
man-finding task. All will have to do 
so. There are still, however, some who 
are sending their sons to France to 
fight and yet begrudge sending their 
best workmen into those industries 
upon which the lives of their sons de-- 
pend. ~The country must learn this 
lesson at once. The nonessential man- 
ufacturer should send his trained men 
to war plants and take green men for 
training as his contribution to the work 
of winning the war.’’ 

Mr. Smyth explained that the work 
would be started by controlling the sup- 
ply of common labor, and that it would 
gradually be extended to take in skilled 
workers. Between now and July 15, he 
said, the various war industries are to 
send to the United States Employment 
Service, upon notification by Government 
departments and boards with which they 
have contracts, estimates of their com- 
mon labor requirements. With the totar 
as a basis the States and ‘their sub- 
divisions in turn will receive quotas 
which they must furnish as called upon. 

The present force of local agents of 
the Public Service Reserve wiil be in- 
creased from 17,000 to 25,000, so that 
every county and township is covered. 
With these agents and the reserve as 
the ‘‘ finding system ’’ the branch of- 
fices of the United States Employment 
Service, which. now number more than 
400, will-attend to the distribution of 
labor. 

With the aid of the community 
boards, these-f6cal agents will play a 
large part in the withdrawal of work- 
ers from nonessentials for war work, 
Mr. Smyth said, since the determina- 
tion of labor priority is largély’a lotal 
matter. This local arrangement will be 
nationally duplicated by a labor prior- 
ities division of the War Policies Board. 

While for the time being employers, 
although prohibited after July 15 from 
recruiting, may accept men who apply 
at their own gates, eventually it is 
planned that all labor will have to be 
obtained through the Employment Serv- 
ice. 

Under rules to be prescribed by the 
Employment Service, with the approval 
of the Labor Policies Board, there can 
be independent labor recruiting of com- 
‘mon labor for transportation, farm 
work, and nonessentials. No nones- 
sential enterprise, however, will be per- 
mitted to interfere with the labor market 
or the national supplying program. War 
manufacturers with less than 100 men 
also aan continue independently for the 
present. 

Assistant Secretary of Labor Post, in 
an address at today’s conference, said: 

‘‘ The United States Employment Serv- 
ice, by bringing the right man to the 
right employer, will eventually cause 
the elimination of class hostility and in- 


equalities. The business interests are no 
worse th the labor interests. All are 
human. time has gone by for the 


treating of labor as an article of ex- 
ploitation—as so much necessary ma- 
chinery or live stock.” 


MOVE TO STABILIZE DOLLAR. 


But Negotiations Are Kept Secret 
by Order of the President. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—Secretary 
McAdoo today denied the Senate’s re- 
quest for information as to what steps 
were being taken to stabilize the value 
of the American dollar abroad. Asked 
for the information in a Senate resolu- 
tion he replied that in the opinion of 
President Wilson. it would be in- 
advisable to supply it at. this time for 
fear it might reach enemy countries. 

Agreements, Secretary McAdoo said, 
have been made with some neutral 
countries in Europe and South America, 
looking to protectian of the dollar's 
value, and negotiations are proceeding 
with others. 

‘“‘ However, I am directed by the 
President to say,’’ he wrote, “ that in 
his judgment it would be incompatible 
with the public interest to make a pub- 
lic record at this time of the terms of 
such agreements already made or in 
process of negotiations or of the other 
steps that have been taken or are in 
contemplation * * * chiefly because the 
very great value such information would 
be to the enemy.”

“The hardest fought battle of the war 
has ended in a severe German defeat. 
General Focu has justified his ap- 
' pointment. When an attacking party 
does not realize any of its objectives, 
tt. is defeated.

. .. THE MEXICAN EDITORS. 
From the visit of that company of 
accomplished Mexican editors and 
writers now in the United States may 
be expected a fruitful work in pro- 
moting confidence and friendship be- 
‘tween the two republics. These gen- 
- tlemen, all fine representatives of that 
Latin cultivation on which the Ibero- 
American States are founded, a culti- 
vation which, after the war, will be 
more generally diffused in the United 
States, are many of them as familiar 
with English cultivation as our own 
acholars. It is a cause of modesty or 
shame to many of us that the educated 
classes to the south of us have such a 
facility in languages, so cosmopolitan 
a view of things, so wide a culture. 
The traveler’s poor stock of Stratford- 
atte-Bowe French never seems so piti- 
ful to him as when, ignorant of Span- 
ish, he is addressed in impeccable 
French by some kindly Mexican or 
Central American or South American. 
A desire to learn Spanish as well as 
French is now common in the United 
States, which, polyglot as if is in its 
_ population, is still too largely provin- 
,. fal and unilingual. The war has 
. ‘brought us nearer to our Italian and 
>. French friends across the water, to 
vi our Latin friends in the south, of 
bh whose feeling after the war Mr. Cam- 
pos of the Excelsior staff of Mexico 
City says: “ The Mexican, like other 
“Zatin Americans, primarily in this 
“ war is pro-French and pro-Italian, 
“in sympathy with the Latin races in 
“the war. He is so because his cult- 
“ure is Latin. All the propaganda in 
» ™ the world cannot change that.” 
‘Phe general sympathy of Ibero- 
‘America is pro-Entente. Many of its 
Governments have openly declared 
_themselves or shown a benevolent neu- 
,_ trality. Whatever the course, per- 
“fectly correct, besides, of the Govern- 
* ments, the majority of public’ opinion 
» gides with the Allies. The North 
¢. American unselfishness, the absence 
| @f material aims or desire of territo- 
ial conquests, have been’ approved 
‘ad and accepted generally by the Ibero- 
Americans. The sincerity of Mr. 
‘Wris0r’s speech to the Mexican jour- 
“ malists “is proved,” as the Mercurio 
‘ef Santiago says, “ by the fact that 
he proposes to devote millions of 
"lives to serve the principles he 
jepunciates. ” The tone of the Ger- 
iam ‘press on that speech, the en- 
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ing to smash the Monroe Doctrine is 
not likely to be too well loved by its’ 
beneficiaries and co-guarantors. 

The chief cause of suspicion on the 
part of our sister republics and our 
own has been misunderstanding, mis- 
apprehension. In ignorance of Mex- 
ico, Central and South America the 
United States is still too rich. We 
have learned and are learning, if we 
still have much to learn. We see how 
what 
illimitable resources they have, what a 
spirit of liberty. We see in every one 
of-them an élite of statesmen, scien- 
tists, poets, novelists, journalists, 
scholars, a sober and frugal popula- 
tion. In the new world that is coming 
to birth we expect and mean to live in 
friendship with them, animated by a 
common desire of liberty under law. 
The old grudges, grievances, dislikes 
have passed or are passing. Our good 
faith, our absence of any intention of 
encroachment on _  Ibero - American 
rights, are more and more believed. 
Our size has been, perhaps, the worst 
breeder of caution and distrust to the 
south. Other great nations are rising, 
have risen, in this hemisphere. 

Toward Mexico, as to which propin- 
quity anda long stretch of border have 
been natural resources of internation- 
al broils, the people of the United 
States feel only the heartiest friendli- 
ness and good-will. They wish for her 
lasting, free self-government, a strong 
and splendid rehabilitation, the pros- 
perity, material and of the mind, 
which she deserves. For that coun- 
try of wonders, of ancient civiliza- 
tion, lavishly gifted by nature, inhab- 
ited by a proud people, what future 
can be too great? We wish to live in 
perpetual amity with Mexico. 

This brilliant group of Mexican jour- 
nalists, convinced of our sincerity, 
will, we hope, convince the Mexicans 
generally of it, of our friendly spirit 
and purpose. We have but one enemy, 
the enemy of all free civilization. We 
are fighting to stop that grabbing of 
the territory of other nations which 
our enemy attributes to us in the case 
of Mexico. We are fighting for the 
common defense and freedom of na- 
tionalities. The principles our sons 
are dying for are principles in whose 
earnestness our Mexican friends can 
trust. We are not warring against 
robbery to become robbers ourselves. 








MARCH AT WEST POINT. 

General Marcn’s “few words” to 
the young gentlemen of the graduat- 
ing class of the Military Academy 
reveal the Chief of Staff as a robust 
personality who knows how to say 
the right thing in good English. As 
the General organized PersHING’s 
artillery in France and saw the war 
as a trained observer, he was the 
ideal choice to speed the newest bat- 
talion of West Pointers on their way 
to duty at the front. We like partic- 
ularly the following paragraph in the 
General’s admirable address: 

The war in Europe has shown final- 
ly and conclusively that personal cour- 
age is the commonest attribute of 
mankind. All nations have it. It is 
not dependent upon traditions, an- 
cestors, or the righteousness of the 
cause for which men fight. The regu- 
lar, the volunteer, the drafted man, 
all have it. So in order to take your 
proper place in the military machine, 
to make a proper return to the United 
States for your education and train- 
ing, it is not sufficient to fight brave- 
ly and to die gallantly. You will 
find that your associates, from what- 
ever source taken, will do that as well 
as you. You will be confronted by 
a perfectly organized military ma- 
chine. That machine is going to be 
smashed, and the only way it can 
be smashed is by superior leadership 
on our part. 

Here are good sense, breadth of 
view, the true philosophy of valor, 
and tactical wisdom. It was worth 
while making PrYToN C. MaRcH 
Chief of Staff to have him talk to 
the flower of our young officers in 
this way. A little lower down in his 
discourse the General was eloquent 
in a vein to make the blood tingle, to 
invigorate and inspire, when he told 
them that they were “face to face 
“with the most glorious adventure in 
“the history of the world—a modern 
“crusade, where an entire nation, 
“without thought of territorial ag- 
“‘grandizement or of material gain, 
“has planted. its standard upon the 
‘“‘soil of France in order that free- 
‘dom shall be guaranteed to poster- 
iil ity.” 

How the Chief of Staff must have 
envied the gallant young fellows their 
opportunity for service and distinc- 
tion when he said, as he turned away: 
“Go in and win!” 





THE POSTAL TUBE VOTE. 

The cities which would like to re- 
tain the use of pneumatic tubes for 
their postal service have lost their 
case before the House, but still have 
another chance before the Senate. If 
the deadlock should be complete, a 
reasonable course of procedure would 
be for the question of purchase to be 
waived and the service to be con- 
tinued for a year, during which time 
the merits could be established. Noth- 
ing like the merits are discoverable. 
from the irresponsible and almost 
unlimited charges and coumtercharges 
of lobbying and fraud. No final de- 
cision ought to be reached in an at- 
mosphere like that, and there can be 
no great harm done in continuing 
temporarily the service as it has been 
done for years. 

It is odd to find the Illinois delega- 
tion voting against the wishes of 
Chicago. Otherwise, the delegations 
voted according to the expressions of 
opinion by representative associations 
of users of the mails in all the tube 
The vote of the delegation 
city.tewves nothing to be 


she 





desired. Thirty-one New Yorkers vot- 
ed for the tubes. Only one member, 
Mr. Farrcuiip, a Republican, voted 
as the Post Office wishes. Of the 
fourteen New York Democrats who 
voted for the tubes, thirteen were 
from Greater New York. The record 
in Congress. thus aligns Tammany 
Congressmen with other local Tam- 
many representatives in support of 
what our leading organizations de- 
clare to be the city’s interests. There 
is still hope of what may be done in 
conference committee, and there may 
yet be work for New York’s Repre- 
sentatives to do for the city.

HENRY FORD AND W. A. SMITH. 

The next Congress, which will come 
into being in 1919 and end in 1921, will 
have before it tasks of war and re- 
construction which will call for the 
greatest political genius, wisdom, and 
experience. They are tasks altogether 
beyond the capacity of the present 
Congress, and there are evidences in 
many parts of the Union of an uneasy 
feeling that the intellectual character 
of the next one must be raised in some 
way above that of this one. Michigan, 
however, is an exception. Michigan 
never has been noted for anything ex- 
ceptional about the character of her 
representation in Congress, particular- 
ly in the Senate; indeed, her reputa- 
tion has been rather below the aver- 
age in that respect. 

This year she betrays no censcious- 
ness that any emergency exists or that 
any special effort on her part is 
called for. At any rate, the only 
names so far suggested for the Sen- 
atorship are those of HENRY ForD and 
WILLIAM ALDEN SMITH. Mr. Forp is 
a highly successful business man, an 
amiable personality, a generous-heart- 
ed, altruistic and philanthropic citi- 
zen, but he has demonstrated con- 
clusively on many occasions not only 
his lack of acquaintance with basic 
international and national affairs, but 
a certain quality of mind which forbids 
the hope that he will ever bé able 
to overcome that lack of equip- 
ment—an altogether too impression- 
able mind for public office. Mr. Smiru 
stands pre-eminent in the Senate for 
the ostentatious, the almost brilliant, 
display of an exceptional, ‘unusual, 
uncanny parochialism, - narrowness, 
and short-sightedness. There may be 
other Senators who have: these quali- 
ties in as great measure as he, but 
there is not now, and we do not recall 
that there ever was, one who had his 
extraordinary talent for exposing them 
or his remarkable compound of nalveté 
and effrontery in presenting his weak- 
nesses to the public view. 

It is to be hoped that other States 
will take a more serious view of the 
duties impending on the Reconstruc- 
tion Congress. With Michigan it 
would be useless to waste words, 
Michigan is joined to his idols; let him 
alone. 








TELEGRAPH STRIKESETTLEMENT 


There can be no dissent from the 
President’s expression of his judg- 
ment that “it is imperatively neces- 
“sary in the national interest that 
“decisions of the National: War La- 
“bor Board should be accepted by 
“both ‘parties to labor disputes.” 
Otherwise, what would be the use of 
setting up such a board? What the 
President calls this “‘ patriotic duty ” 
should be performed even though the 
board’s decision is open to criticism. 
A decision that the men have a right 
to join a union, if they wish to, hardly 
meets the case where the men are 
under compulsion to join a union. 
The right to join a union is nearly 
nullified: by the board’s decision that 
the union need not be recognized or 
dealt with. However, the decision 
has been made, and both sides should 
abide by it. 

Accordingly, the Postal Company 
during wartime waives its right to 
discharge its men for joining a union. 
It could do neither more nor less 
under the agreement that there shall 
be neither strikes nor lockouts until 
peace shall come. That is a postpone- 
ment of the issue, not a settlement, 
and it is made under a threat of 
stoppage of service by a public uttil- 
ity. Such thanks as the case calls 
for are due to the company rather 
than to the telegraphers. 

The Western Union Company meets 
the situation by proposing that its 
men shall join a union agreeable to 
the company. No doubt the com- 
pany means well, but it is to be 
feared that the proposal will not be 
satisfactory to the men. Neither can 
it be said that the proposal protects 
the public interests. The men will 
think that their right to unionize in- 
cludes the right to unionize in their 
own way, and not to be inducted into 
a hand-picked union. It is as bad to 
be coerced into a union by the com- 
pany as by threats from managers 
of a union with a bad record. Col- 
lective bargaining means “the substi- 
tution of contract relations for force 
and war. There is reason in support 
of the company’s statement that it 
declines relations with a union which 
employs strike methods and has a 
record of readiness to interrupt the 
service of a public utility. Neither 
is it necessary to doubt that the 
company makes its proposal of union- 
ization in its way in good faith. Prob- 
ably its chief wish is to secure the 
sort of union with which it is pos- 
sible to exchange agreements and to 
rely upon mutual good faith in the 
observation of them. There are unions 
of that sort, and it is the sort which. 
has the least trouble about conditions 






whose iden of potlactive bargaining 
is the imposition of their own bar- 
gain, in the German manner, retain- 
ing, also in the German manner, 
freedom to tear up scraps of papér 
at their own convenience.: Public in- 
terests are not compatible with dic- 
tatorship of either labor or capital. 
There are bad sorts of both, -and 
good opinion is against both. The 
telegraphers and other sorts of labor 
have a rare chance to qualify for 
public confidence and support by act- 
ing toward capital and the public as 
capital ought to act toward unions 
and the public. There is a double 
risk for the telegraphers in taking 
an opposite course. There is no em- 
ployment in which it is easier to find 
substitute labor, especially woman’s 
labor. If the unionists should appeal 
to the strike—as now seems impossi- 
ble—they. are likely to reach a worse 
settlement than the leaders promise 
to their followers. 





PROHIBITION AT WASHINGTON. 

Yesterday five members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Agriculture struck 
out of the Agricultural Appropriation 
bill the impertinent Randall amend- 
ment providing that no part of $6,- 
000,000 appropriated for certain pur- 
poses shall be available unless the 
President prohibits the use of fruits 
and foodstuffs for the production of 
wines or malt liquors, and stuck in 
the equally impertinent Jones amend- 
ment for national prohibition during 
the war. 

By the act of Aug. 10, 1917, the 
manufacture of whisky was forbid- 
den. By the same act the President 
has the power to prohibit by procla- 
mation the use of fruits and food- 
stuffs to make malt liquors and 
wines. The Randall amendment tried 
to force his hand. The Jones amend- 
ment seeks to force prohibition on the 
country by indirection. The prohibi- 
tionists pretend to be greatly desir- 
ous of winning the war. What they 
are really interested in is prohibition. 
When taxes are being screwed up and 
enormous appropriations are inev- 
itable, they seek deliberately to 
throw away the large revenues of 
the taxes on wines 4nd spirituous 
and fermented liquors. When the 
country ought to be united, they 
throw into it a firebrand of division. 
If, as a war necessity, the President 
prohibits the making” of beers and 
wines, everybody will acquiesce cheer- 
fully. The millions of people who 
habitually and moderately use beer 
or wine will not consent cheerfully to 
have their habits interfered with be- 
cause the great, mysterious Anti- 
Salooh League and the fanatical] 
Drys in Congress so ordain. And the 
property interests and losses of rev- 
enue and income which the proposed 
measure would bring are not such as 
should be imposed in the casual and 
fly-by-night manner which has rec- 
ommended itself to five statesmen of 
the Senate Committee on Agriculture. 

Possibly, the American Federation 
of Labor is performing service in 
this war somewhat more meritorious 
than that of the Anti-Saloon League. 
Mr. Gomprrs has expressed his view 
about’ prohibition. If we are to 
have prohibition by a Constitutional 
Amendment, all right. It will have 
come in an orderly and a constitu- 
tional way. But it is impossible to 
be patient with men who could see 
nothing else in peace and can see 


nothing else in war than prohibition. 


That is the god of their idolatry. But 
its worship should not be imposed 
upon the country superfluously, ma- 
liciously, and by indirection. 





A.BARRED ZONE IN AMERICAN 
WATERS. 

According to reports received at 
Amsterdam from Berlin, the German 
Admiralty is preparing to declare the 
waters of the eastern coast of the 
United States, from Mexico to Canada, 
a danger, or “ barred,” zone, which 
neutral ships will enter at their peril. 
An examination of the German con- 
traband list would show that scarcely 
a commodity exportable from the 
United States to neutral countries is 
not included in that list. If the Ger- 
mans had never declared a “ barred 
zone,” they would, therefore, have the 
right to sink practically all neutral 
as well as enemy merchant ships after 
giving notice and providing for the 
safety of passengers and crews. That 
would be conformity to international 
law. But the Germans in using their 
submarine weapon threw off one im- 
posed restraint after another until, in 
the note handed by Ambassador 
BEBNSTOREF to Secretary LaNnsInG on 
Jan. 81, 1917, they created “ barred 
zones ” in British, French, and Medi- 
terranean waters, and, with a warn- 
ing to neutral ships to keep out, an- 
noun that “ Germany is unable fur- 
“ther to forego the full use of her 
“ submarines.” 

What was meant by the ominous 
expression “full use” neutrals as 
well. as the Entente Allies were soon 
to know. If the German Admiralty 
should now designate Atlantic coastal 
waters as a danger zone, the pretense 
of conforming to international law in 
any respect when American or neutral 
passenger and trading ships were to 
be sunk by submarines would be aban- 
doned. There would be no more notice 
of sinking, no time allowed for tak- 
ing to the doomed ships’ boats: liners 
and merchantmen would be destroyed 
by stealth, torpedoed and shelled, with 
a preference for doing the murderous 
work after dark. 

Hitherto the two er more German 








havior, as it were, when American 
merchant ships were to be sent to the 
bottom. There was, of course, an 
utter disregard of international law 
when the Carolina’s people, a number 
of whom perished, were ordered into 
boats far out on the Atlantic; but in 
the case of American ships, if not of 
British, notice of destruction was 
given. It would be well to remember 
that a year before the note and memo- 
randa announcing a policy of “ fright- 
fulness ” were communicated to Sec- 
retary LaNnstnGc the Germans insisted 
upon a right to sink without notice 
liners carrying guns for defense. 
Probably the enemy has not intended 
to make any exception of American 
armed merchant ships in the present 
raid. But the distinction will not 
matter at all if Atlantic coastal waters 
are declared a danger zone: all mer- 
chantmen of whatever kind, and 
whether armed or not, would be tar- 
gets at sight for the submarines. 

The view held in some quarters 
that the purposé of the anticipated 
proclamation would be to frighten 
neutrals and break up their trade with 
the United States seems to imply that 
the enemy might continue to deal 


“leniently with American ships, making 


a pretense of giving them the benefit 
of a remnant of international law: 
But that is not Germany’s way of con- 
ducting a submarine campaign against 
belligerents. If she marks out a dan- 
ger zone on this side of the Atlantic, 
no favors are to be expected; “ fright- 
fulness ” would be the rule. 

If it is argued that for reasons of 
policy “ frightfulness ” might be tem- 
pered to Americans, the rejoinder 
must be that Germany is desperate, 
and that she is determined to play all 
her cards to win the war. If Ger- 
many believed, with her usual psycho- 
logical obtuseness, that  pacifists 
could be multiplied in the United 
States by staking out a danger zone 
on this side of the Atlantic and run- 
ning amuck in it with a flotilla of 
submarines, the Imperial Government 
would not hesitate to order “ fright- 
fulness” synchronously with a fur- 
ther advance of its troops toward 
Paris, or with a military success of 
any kind on land or sea. To think 
otherwise would be : self-deception, 
mental strabismus, collapse of the log- 
ical faculty.

is questionable, but it is often done 
without exciting any except lay protest, 
and to that nobody listens much or long. 
There is a limit, however, to the toler- 
ability of appeals beyond the law and,of 
reflections =by the: defense upon the 
prosecution, and that ‘limit certainly was 
passed when a lawyer for JoHN O’LEaRY 
said to the. Federal District Attorney, 
“The Government is persecuting Irish- 
men in this matter—do you know that?”’ 

Naturally, the District Attorney de- 
clared with vehemence that he knew 
nothing of the kind, and expressed the 
most bitter resentment at the implica- 
tion contained in the statement and the 
question that had been addressed to him. 
His attitude was supported by the court, 
which ruled that the offensive charge 
should be stricken from the record. 

The prisoner’s counsel denied the in- 
tention of questioning the fairness of the 
trial his client is to have, but it is hard 
to see what his words did mean if théy 
did pot mean that Irishmen, as such, 
could be in an American court the vic- 
tims of persecution, not prosecution. 
That notion would be preposterous at 
any time, but it is worse than preposter- 
ous at this time, when the loyalty and 
devotion of the vast majority of Amer- 
icans of Irish blood to the cause which 
the United States has made its own have 
been brilliantly demonstrated in every 
part of our land and are already having 
ultimate manifestation under our flag in 
France. 

That, naturally, is no reason why other 
Irishmen here, who either never were 
Americans or who have forgotten the 
oath they took when they were natural- 
ized, should not be brought to trial when 
they are indicted for grave crimes—the 
gravest that can be committed in a na- 
tion at war. There is nothing of perse- 
cution in that—nothing of unfairness in 
keeping off the jury men whose avowed 
sympathies are with an Irish organiza- 
tion the purpose of which is to attain its 
object even at the expense of aiding our 
enemy to destroy first one of our allies 
and then to rob ourselves of our lib- 
erties.

Women Can tinue to differ on 
Now Be the subject of wo- 
Soldiers. man suffrage, in spite 


of President WILSON’s 
vigorously expressed belief that only by 
giving to women all over the world full 
franchise rights will the objects of the 
war at which we and our allies are aim- 
ing be completely accomplished. There 
will be, however, no hesitation of agree- 
ment with him in ascribing high im- 
portance to the services that women 
have rendered in the conduct of the 
war—no lack of cordiality in recogniz- 
ing, as he did, that the part played by 
women in making possible the victory 
over Germany we do and must with 
confidence expect has been of incal- 
culable value. 

The old assumption that in war wo- 
men were helpless, and burdens rather 
than auxiliaries, has been refuted by 
this greatest of conflicts, and hereafter 
the antagonists of woman suffrage will 
have to) base their opposition on other 
arguments than the one hitherto most 
often used—the argument that the laws 
should be made only by those who could 
bear arms for their enforcement. The 
logic of that is still valid, but its major 
premise has broken down because there 
is to modern warfare so much more than 
the bearing of arms in‘ the old sense 
of that phrase—the actual wielding of 
swords and spears, the actual firing 
of rifles and cannon. 

Now the army at the front is but the 
edge of the weapon used, and its effi- 
ciency depends on that of a far greater 
army, including at least as many wo- 
men as men, all actively engaged in 
activities as essentially military as 
those of battle. It is in these other 
activities that so many women are serv- 
ing 60 weil, and it is a curious and sig-

good many pacifists among them before 
the Veen’ States entered the war, there 
is hardly one left now—most of the 
few exceptions being women whose 
pacifism is chiefly political.

They 
are not men who returned to Germany 
before the war began, for such retums, 
except for short and infrequent visits, 
were rare—especially rare among the 
class of Germans who would form the 
crew, as distinguished from the officers, 
of a naval Vessel. Possibly the sailor 
who brought the report was misled in 
his deductions from the English talk of 
his' hosts.

AVIATION FATALITIES. 


Possible Weaknesses In the Exam- 
ination of Fliers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

So many people are asking why it is 
so many of our aviators are being killed 
at the different training fields while 
learning to fly. In some instances it 
may be due to imperfections in the 
planes. I am not in a position to give 
an opinion as to that. I would like to 
state what I think may have some bear- 
ing on the seemingly unnecessary fatali- 
ties. 

I have had some experience in ex- 
amining the candidates for the flying 
corps as to ears and noses and throats. 
There must be perfect balance between 
the muscles of the eyes and the static 
equilibrium located in the ears. Why is 
it that after we find all the special 
senses in good order and working har- 
moniously we hear too frequently 
that the men lose control of the planes 
and are killed? Is it because all these 
men are examined at sea level, and 
when they get up 15,000 or 20,000 feet, 
which height they reach in a few min- 
utes, that the difference in air pressure 
disarranges their special senses and so 
they lose control of themselves and 
their planes? 

There is another reason that may be 
considered. Many persons in climbing 
high mountains find difficulty of breath- 
ing, although the ascent has occupied 
considerable. time. In the ease of the 
aviator, he reaches an altitude of 15,000 
or 20,000 feet within 10 or 15 minutes. 
The difference in air pressure seriously 
affects the heart, lungs, and blood- 
vessels, which may, and probably does, 
in these instances, give rise to heart 
failure and internal hemorrhage in the 
brain and other organs.

They also 
committed some of their unmentionable atroc- 
ities. But the large brewery there was 
spared. A sign in German was placed on it 
that it was’not to be destroyed, but to be 
left by the German conquerors. They are 
tender as regards brewerles, but ruthless 
when it comes to churches.”’ . 

‘These days are full of interest and ex- 
citement and they pass quickly. We aro 
vontinually increasing our war lore and soon 
will be able to give the boches pointers on 
how to play this game. The British and 
french, of course, are rather bored with it 
now after four years, and it requires some- 
thing unusually startling and big to arouse 
their jaded interest, but te us novices it is 
all still fresh and new, and its novelty will 
take some time to wear off.”

Dodecanesians Wish Only to Join 
the Hellenic Federation. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We have read with great interest your 
editorial article of June 7 entitled ‘‘Alien 
Friends and Enemies,’’ which deals 
with the question of the agreement be- 
tween Italy. and the: Jugoslavs on the 
Adriatic question. You state that “it 
was the thirst of (Russia for Con- 
stantinople that was responsible for 
the large demands of Italy both in 
Asia Minor and the Adriatic islands 
and shore.’”’ May. we remind you that 
the demands of Italy were not limited 
to Asia Minor and the Adriatic islands, 
but were also extended to Epirus, 
-(which for political reasons is called by 
the Italians Southern Albania,) and 
also to the Dodecanese, namely, the 
twelve Greek islands now under the 
military occupation of the Italian Gov- 
ernment. 

The reason given by Italy, i. e., the 
designs of Russia on Constantinople, 
could certainly not have justified the 
Italian Government in imitating the 
Russian Government, inasmuch as two 
wrongs do not make one right. From 
the beginning of the war the Entente 
Powers have laid down the rule. that 
the principle of nationalities would be 
applied. in the adjustment of territorial 
questions, and Italy declares that she 
is fighting also for the same principle 
of nationalities under which she claimed 
the right to incorporate in her kingdom 
the provinces of Austria in which the 
Italians predominate. 

Now, the inhabitants of the Dode- 
canese are totally Greek by descent, 
speech and sentiment, and have been 
so for thousands of years. It is there- 
fore incomprehensible by what right 
Italy wishes to retain these islands 
under her -.rule, unless, in turn, she 
wishes to become herself an Austria to 
the Greeks. We who belong to these 
islands are confident that the European 
Peace Conference, under the 1teadership 
of the United States, will under no cir- 
cumstances tolerate that Italy should, 
on the one band, liberate her own peo- 
ple from the Austrian yoke, and, on the 
other, allow her to place under her 
dominion Greek populations whose na- 
tional aspirations have been for cen- 
turies and are now entirely Hellenic, 
their only desire being to be incorporat- 
ed with the present Hellenic State.

Decision of the President and Mr, —

To the Editor of The New York Times: t 
First permit me to express apprecia~- 
tion of your courtesy in publishing last 
Summer my letter advocating abolition, 
of manufacture, sale, and importation 
of distilled liquors, but the continug- 
tion of fermented liquors, also of an- 
other letter in reply to the commerits of 
Professor Graham Lusk on safe limits 
of alcohol per cent. in fermented drinks. 
Reference was made to my address. 
before the American Association for 
Promoting Hygiene, and to an article 
in The Medical Record of June 9, 1917, 
in which I had urged that ‘‘ the senti- 
mental and aggressive temperance - 
movement of the forties in the last 
century resulted in the repudiation of 
the prohibition legislation of twelve 
States which had enacted it. It was 
also pointed out that the present agita- 
tion against distilled intoxicants is 
based upon the scientific demonstration 
that they are a menace to efficiency 
and a foe to public welfare.” I 
counseled that “the permission of the 
manufacture of fermented liquors, on the 
contrary, if of small alcoholic coftent, 
offers the best avenue of escape from 
the menace of the distilled drinkr,”’ 

So convinced was I of the correftness 
of. this view and so apprehensive of the 
passage of the Cummins amendment. 
that I addressed the President, Mr. 
Hoover, and ninety-six Senators with 
the arguments upon which it was based. 

These arguments need not be repeated 
here, since they have been justified by 
the recent action of the President and 
the strong language of Mr. Hoover. The 
concluding sentences of my articie in 
The Medical Record stated: ‘‘I enter- 
tain no doubt that Mr. Hoover will heed 
the indisputable facts presented. His 
proposal of an investigating committee 
proves that the President has again 
demonstrated great sagacity in the se- 
lection of his lieutenants.’’ The fear 
expressed by Mr. Hoover that the aboli- 
tion of beer would result in an orgy of 
drunkenness from the great stores of 
whisky now on hand that would im- 
peril the people more than the loss of 
the grain involved, or words to that 
effect, is well grounded. 

The aim of the present communication 
is to direct attention of your intelligent 
readers to the fact that this decision of 
the President, under advice of Mr. 
Hoover and his experts, may demon- 
strate conclusively my contention that 
beer of low alcoholic content is in- 
capable of inflicting any serious harm 
to the human organism, and that the 
opening of houses like the Afholdjen in 
Denmark, where only such drinks are 
sold, would be, as they have proved in 
Denmark, a more powerful aid to tem- 
perance and present a more retional 
and enduring protection against 
liquor menace than all the prohibition 
laws and the maudlin sentimentality of 
their advocates. 

It is one of the few fortunate con- 
comitants of this terrible war that com- 
mon sense is resuming sway in our fad- 
ridden country. This is demonstrated 
by the recent action of the New York 
Legislature and of President Wilson. 
The President merits our heartiest sup- 
port in resisting the unreasoning ap- 
peals for total prohibition.

Dear Will: I cannot understand how 
any one in England can be. blind to 
the fact that Germany’s naval program 
is a menace to Great Britain. To whom 
is it a menace if not to her? The one 
disturbing element to the peace of 
Europe today’ is Germany—or, more 
strictly speaking, Prussia and the Pan 
German crowd. This party aims to 
have Prussia occupy in the world of 
today the place held by Rome in the 
ancient world.

-GORGAS AID TELLS OF NEED 





Col, Winford Smith Says Our Sol- 
diers Will Get Best Service Ever 
Received on Battlefield. 





Urgent appeals for recruits to the 
nursing service in the army and navy 
hospitals were made at a mass meeting 
held last night at Carnegie Hall. A 
large audience, including more than 
1,000 nurses, was present. Members of 
the graduating classes in all the hos- 
pitals and nursing schools attended the 
meeting. A 

The platform was occupied by the 
speakers and by 150 young Red Cross 
nurses in the blue foreign service uni- 
form, while, the orchestra was filled al- 
most entirely with trained nurses in pro- 
fessional costume. Eloquent appeals pict- 
uring the need of a great nursing staff 
and a large reserve of nurses for the 
day when casualties in the American 
Army will approach those in the Brit- 
ish and French armies in some of .the 
earlier campaigns of the war, met with 
enthusiastic response. 

Co'onel Winford Smith, representing 
Surgeon General Gorgas, said that it 
was the plan of the Army Medical Serv- 
ice to supply to American soldiers the 
best medical service ever receivd by 
soldiers on the battlefield, and he de- 
scribed the gigantic size of the task 
which has been undertaken. 

'** We expect great results from this 
drive,” he said, ‘‘ and I assure you that 
we need to get great results from this 
drive. At the beginning of the war we 
had about 900 nurses in the Army Nurs- 
ing Corps. We Had about 452 officers 


- In the Medical Corps of the army, and 


about 7,000 enlisted, or Hospital Corps, 
men. This was the situation a little 
more than a year ago. We now have 
about 18,000 medical officers, 12,000 
nurses, and approximately 150,000 Hos- 
pital Corps men on duty. We started 
out to furnish for the American soldier 
the best care when he needed it that has 
ever been given to a soldier, and up to 
‘this time we believe that we have made 
good, and we expect to make good all 
the time with your help. 

“ “For 1,000,000 men or a little more 
we require approximately 150 base hos- 
pitals with a capacity of thousands of 
beds. England’s experience will fur- 
nish you some figures to show what we 
need for an army of a little less than 
8,000,000. England found it necessary 


to maintain 415,000 hospital beds. They 
are not always all occupied, but they 
must be ready, when you stop to con- 
sider that in one drive in one sector in 
one week 200,000 men passed through 
the casthe stations to the hospitals. 
The work that is done in these hospitals 
is rapid and remarkable, for 80 per cent. 
of the men are returned to the front to 
fight again. 

“Our program calls for a more lib- 
eral assignment of nurses in propor- 
tion to the number of patients than 
the program of any other nation at 
war. It is because we wigh to com- 
plete that program and‘ follow it 
through and make good on the plans 
that we started out with to furnish the 
best care that: could be furnished to 
the American soldier that’ we want 
nurses, more nurses, and still more 
nurses. We must have 10,000, and we 
must have anothor 10,000 during the 
year 1919. Now, the question is, can 
we get them? 

‘“‘IT have very serious doubts if we 
can get them all. I have in mind the 
needs of the civil population; we have 
in mind the needs of the civil hospitals, 
the necessity of maintaining the train- 
ing schools, which are the mills whch 
are grinding cut. the constant supply 
of trained nurses, and we have no desire 
to cripple those. We realize that they 
must be kept going to conserve our 
needs and to conserve the needs of the 
civil population., Because of the with- 
drawal of large numbers of nurses 
and doctors staff hospitals will have 
to meet a greater need than ever before. 
But we do feel that it is the duty of 
the civil hospitals, of the public health 
associations, and of associations utiliz- 
in;; nurses, to reduce their staff to the 

inimum, and to operate with a mere 
#keletorn of what is possible in peace 
times in order that the nurses may be 
utilized for service with tha army and 
navy. 

‘And when that is done that will not 
begin to furnish the number of nurses 
‘who are required. 

** Where, then, are the nurses to come 
from? They must come from that large 
majority of the nursing profession en- 
gaged in private duty nursing. In the 
main the majority of the private duty 
nurses represent luxuries, and this is 
no time for indulgence in luxuries.” 

Other speakers were William C. 
Breed, Miss Jane A. Delano, Director 
of the Department of Nursj of the 
American Red Cross; MisS Annie W. 
Foodrich, who is organizing the army 


nursing school, and Dr. George Vin-— 
cent, President of the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


MRS.HEARST SUES FOR LIBEL 


Proceeds Against Newspapers That 
Reported the Canteen Incident. 


Mrs. William Randolph Hearst, 
through her counsel, William A. De 
Ford, filed suits for libel yesterday 
against The New York Times Company, 
‘The Tribune Association, and The Mail 
and Express Company, asking $100,000 
damages from each, for the publication 
of accounts in TH TimEs and The Trib- 
une of yesterda morning and The 
Evening Mail of Thursday afternoon of 
the incident at the open-air canteen at 
Fifth Avenue and Fortieth Street which 
resulted in some of the women workers 
there protesting against the prominence 
given to the name of Mrs. Hearst on 
the sign above the door. Mrs. Hearst 
is Chairman of the Mayor’s Committee 
of Women for National Defense, which 
is operating the canteen. 

Mr. De Ford further called on Dis- 
trict Attorney Edward Swann and made 
a complaint to him asking that the Dis- 
trict Attorney lay the facts before the 
Grand Jury to see if indictments should 
be returned for criminal libel. he Dis- 
trict Attorney said that after obtaining 
statements he might submit the matter 
to the Grand Jury .on Monday. 

A reporter for THE TimEs who visited

BALTIMORE, June 14. — Cardinal 
Gibbons has been notified from Rome 
that hereafter a three-year course in 
theology will be sufficient for ap- 
plicants for the priesthood for ordina- 
tion. Heretofore the course has been 
four years. . 

The urgent demand for priests has 
caused the Pope to make this ruling for 
the Catholic Church in this country, 
and it affects all seminaries. Hundreds 
of priests in this country have given up 
parish work to serve with the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Force as chaplains. 
Other priests are serving as chaplains 
in the cantonments, and still others are 


serving with the Knights of Columbus. 

This drain upon the priesthood has 
caused many vacancies, especially in 
the larger cities, as the city churches 
are now overcrowded because of the 
coming of war workers to thé munition 
plants and others on Federal jobs. With 
the course cut it will mean that in the 
next two years the average ordinations 
will be doubled. .

Roman Legion, Founded Here 
to Fight Enemy Propaganda, 
to be Nation-Wide. 











BRANCHES IN MANY CITIES 





Aims to Counteract False Reports 
‘About Army, Navy, and Temper 
of People Here and Abroad. 





The Roman Legion, an organization 
of Americans of Italian descent for 
general patriotic purposes, and particu- 
larly for the combating of enemy 
propaganda among the Italian-speaking 
population of America, was formally 
founded yesterday in a meeting held by 
representative Italians from all parts 
of the country at the Italian Chamber of 
Commerce, 203 Broadway. Delegates 
were present from New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, New 
Orleans, San Francisco, Baltimore, Buf- 
falo, Rochester, Providence, Detroit and 
other cities; and at the same time 
there was being held in each of these 
cities a meeting for the organization of 
the local committee, of which the dele- 
gate to the New York,conference is to 
ct. as Chairman. f 

The particular purpose of the legion 
is to counteract false reports about the 
army, navy and temper of the people 
both ‘in Italy and the United States, 
which enemy agents have been active- 
ly circulating among the Italian-Ameri- 
cans. Counterpropaganda through the 
Italian press and a special corps of 
speakers will be organized and followed 
up by intensive patriotic work con- 
ducted through thé local committees. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 


The following resolutions were adopted 
and copies sent to President -Wilson, 
Governor Whitman, Mayor Hylan and 
other public offfcials: 

The New York City Division of the Ro- 
man Légion of America, a national organ- 
ization devoted to meeting pro-German 
fropaganda with pro-American propa- 
ganda, in convention assembled: 

Resolves to place at the disposal of the 
National Government and of the State au- 
thorities our facilites and our services to 
the end that Hun lies disseminated among 
the Italian-speaking people of America 
shall be met with truth. 

We appeal to the people of Italian origin 
to support by every means at their com- 
mand, through the press and otherwise, 
the President of the United States, the 
Governor of the State of New York, and 
the administration in each city of the State 
in this war. 

We pledge ourselves individually and col- 
lectively to assist America and to arouse 
the interest of our people and mold opinion | 
in the justice of the cause of America. . 

Dr. Antonio Stella, who has taken the 
leading part in the organization of the 
movement, was elected President of the 
legion; A. P. Giannini, Mgr. Alfonso 
Arcese, R. Bragno, and Stefano Miele, 
Vice Presidents; Professor Vittorio 
Racca, Secretary, and Joseph N. Fran- 
colini, Treasurer. The Executive Com- 
mittee also includes the local Chair- 
man and there is a national Advisory 
Council. 


Sees Warning in Russia. 


Justice John J. Freschi, Temporary 
Chairman of the meeting, expressed the 
necessity for its work in his opening 
address. ‘“ We can’t forget our fight- 
ing men,’’ he said, ‘‘ nor should we allow 
conditions to arise that tend to dis- 
courage.them, nor permit discord and 
disloyalty to creep in among them, any 
more than we should permit them to be 
worried for any reason. Our work de- 
mands that we crush disloyalty and 
sedition wherever found, and if we fail 
in this respect, if the pernicious prop- 
aganda is allowed to go on unchecked, 
we will be at the mercy of the Hun 
agents some day just as Russia is to- 
day. 

“This Roman Legion of America 
marks an epoch in the History of Ital- 
jfans in America. It typifies the intense 
interest and serious purpose of our peo- 
ple to back the Government of the 
United States, and to support it not 
alone by words but by work as well. 


‘““Enemy propaganda is well organ- 
ized and seems to be employing many 
agencies through which to do its work 
of destruction. To meet this we are 
compelled*to resort to every means at 
our command. Our national enemy 
works stealthily. Its paid and volunteer 
agents are found secretly and cunningly 
engaged in dark places from which they 
disseminate their lies, and imagine what 
a shock it is to discover that someyof 


them hide behind and exploit. thir 
American citizenship. 
‘“*In trying to put a ban on war ru- 


mors that are false and to curb the 
gossip mongers who tell wild stories of 
the conflict, who would ‘incite others to 
mutiny and insubordination, and whose 
designs and activities are to discredit 
the Allies, let me invite all, whether 
members of this legion or not, to answer 
this call to duty, to solicit aid, to inves- 
tigate and keep informed, and I firmly 
ps hl that right will triumph in the 

‘““There are no racial considerations 
We must merely concern our- 
selves with the measure of a man’s 
work and divide them as those who do 
and those who do not. We pledge to 
give our best to the American Republic.”

On Saturday, March 28, wé decided 


- that the poor refugees of Rosiéres 


(Somme) whé were awaiting the complé- 
tion of their barracks to settle in the 
neighboring villages should receive thé 
sheets @nd linen which remained in the 
stores. We were awaiting the bundles 
from Paris which the Renaissance des 
Foyers was sending us each week to 
Supply our investigated cases among 
the péoplé. We wére to direct our at- 
tention next to Arvillers, where eighty 
families latély reinstalled were taking 
up again the cultivation of the soil 
éven before having received their first 
hecessities in the way of furniture and 
clothing. It was radiant wéather, and 
we wére delighted to see the first of the 
wheat pushing through the same fields 
that we had recently seen desert and 
disfigured, The eannon, after having 
srowled uninterruptedly through threé 
nights and two days, at iast were silent. 
The women of Rosiéres and the neigh- 
Voring Villages who had answered our 
summons, up to the numbér of a hiin- 
dréd, told us how excited the country 
Was over the battle. We -wére, how- 
eyer, fifty kilometers from thé front 
nhd thought. ourbeltcs in absolute sé- 
curity. The frequent passing of troops, 
of camions, of food wagons, was not a 
mattér of surprise, nor even thé news 
of a slight retrogression in thé face of 
the énémy’s persistent onsét. 

Suddénly, as I talked with one of the 
women while tying up a packaga of 
sheets, a loud voice eriéd in the court, 
“Ladies, Rosiéres must be évacuated! ” 
I rushéd to the window. In a moment 
our court was filled with people, the 
wWomeén in téars; the men anxiously look- 
ing to us for advicé. N6 oné could 
lieve the dreadful news. Thé police, 
bur workmen, our old sérvant Ida, all 
taiked at once in wild excitemént, unfer 
thé imperturbable eyes of three English 
officérs. We dropped our bundles and 
hurried down into thé court, wheré we 
were instantly surroundéd by oir little 
population. Their faith that we who 
had givén our aid and sympathy would 
bG ablé to avert from them the im- 
pénding horror was touching. To leave 
again the beloved fields where wheat was 
Showing its first green, the hearths 
Where the sweetness of home life was 
uficé more beginning—it is too cruel!

To the Editor of The New York Témes: 

I &m a&@ trained nursé, a Russian by 
birth and American by adoption. Last 
Spring, right after the Russian revolu- 
tion, I organized a group of American« 
Russian trained nurses for service in 
Russia. We succeeded in getting a 
well-known organization of Philadelphia 
te accept our service for Russia, and 
wé Were to have sailed for Russia last 
Noévémber. Needless to say, we did not 
sail at the appointed time. Ever since 
then we have been trying to obtain 
passports for Russia, but it almost 
seems a human impossibility to get a 
listening ear on the subject of Rus- 
sia. Understanding the Russian sittia- 
tion, Wwe were Willing to wait wntil 
things cleared up somewhat. | We have 
waited and waitéd and waited, until 
the Huns have taken possession of some 
of hér territory and the minds of the 
people, and I, as a Russian, am wondér- 
ing how long we are going to wait. 
Surély we Americans do not want 
Gérman influence in Russia. But this 
is exactly what German propaganda is 
doing in Russia. It is true that the 
Russian has a peculiar psychology, and 
hé is somewhat hard to understand. 
Speak to any American who has been 
to Russia either as a correspondent or 
on thé American Russian Commission, 
and he will speak in glowing terms of 
the Russian. The Russian may not bé 
very polite, but he is térribly honest; 
he may bé illiterate, but he possesses a 
gréat deal of horse sense, and he can 
read people very well. The Russian 
nature is essentially childish, and here 
is wheré the shrewd German was able 
to fool the Russian. Why, even Rus- 
sians in this country could not believe 
that Germany possessed so much dis- 
honor as to take advantage of a wéak- 
ened nation. 

Now that the Russians have learned 
something of German shrewdness, they 
will not tolerate autocracy, especially 
German autocracy. We know that 
Russia is willing to take her place 
among the allied nations, from the vari- 
ous reports which reach us _ here. 
Then whet are we Americans waiting 
for? Russia needs help. She may not 
want an army of men or any munitions 
at the present time. She needs milk 
for the starving children, she needs 
food and clothing for her people. A 
large unit of practical people, such as 
doctors, nurses, and engineers, with a 
large supply of foodstuffs and farming 
implements, would do more for Russia 
at the present time than any amount 


of talltihé atid the wastifie of printers’ 
ink. 

Those of us who have read the his- 
tory of the French Révolutioni know wéll 
énough that Russie’s revolution is a 
mild lamb compared t6 the French 
Révélution, Theré are thousarids of 
people in this country who would give 
to the cause of Ruséla, pedplé who aré 
not politiéally interestéd in hér internal 
affairs. Russia will havé to work out 
her own political destiny: Russia is, 
of course, destinéd t6 be one of the 
gréatest democracies of thé wérld; and 
it seams ts me to bs proper; just, and 
fitting for one democracy to help an- 
other which is struggling for freedom. 
America is héiping all the allied nations 
to fight for democracy. Why should we 
show preferénce? The Russian péople 
were never pro-German; ahy amount of 
pro-Germanism is due to Gérman 
propaganda. Then why allow more 
German propaganda to eat the life 
away of thé Russian nation? 

A-practiéal illustration of our £ood- 
will, a practical illustration of a sys- 
tematic relief and reconstruction work 
by Americans will do moré good among 
the Russians to offsét thé German prop- 
aganda than any amount of preaching 
or money will dé. Send an ignorant 
Russian to an American hospital in Rus- 





sia and let the kindness of thé doctors 
and nurses do the Work. One will in- 
stantly see that German propaganda will 
havé no foothold in thé mind of thé Rus- 
sian. The samé may be applied to thé 
whole nation. Practical acts of kind- 
ness for the Russians, without any in- 
terest in theif political affairs, will do 
more for Russian internal affairs and 
rid them of German propaganda than 
anything else in this world: Russia 
is like a bleeding wounded child, and 
needs the pathy of the world and 
more practical help. Those of us who 
really understand the Russian psychol- 
ogy, realize that silencé and indiffer- 
ence on the part ef America mean a 
deathblow to Russian democracy, 
Russians in this country want to help 
the Russians abroad, but we are like 
yoices crying out in the wilderness. 
Patiently we havé watched and re ted, 
every day wé séan the papers with by 
hope that we may see som® relief in 
si it for poor starving Russia. 
meric& is the only country at pres- 
ent. that can really exterid material héip jt 
to Russia, and I as an American citizen 
with the group of nurses am willing to 
make the attpreme sacrifice for Russian 


democracy.

The réport was not featuréd inh 
any of our néwspapers, Probably not 
one person in ten thousand ever saw it, 
as it was only about two hundred words 
and used by few papers. 

The point is that this report came 
directly from the German Legation in 
Peking! 

The Germans, préparing for thé gréat 
war, were sending out ‘‘ camouflage ’’ 
to fool this country. ” 

Perhaps, indeed; Gérmany was her- 
self working at that time to form an 
alliance with Russia and Japan against 


the War as she did, knowing that Ger- 
man agents in Russia would eventually 
cripple that nation—as they did. 

At last, it is perfectly apparent that 
we must now do something to hélp de- 
feat the German aims in the Far East. 
What can we do? Can wé not do, with 
China and Japan as our active alliés, 
enough to redeem Russia? Then why 
not do it? 

Some argué that action by Japan 
would be resented in Russia, but this 
argument does not apply in the least to 
a full union of Americans and Japanese 
and patriotic Russians in this entér- 
prise. 

The Chinese, in 1910, had a well or- 
ganized army of 650,000 mén, trained 
by German officers. Those men would 
bé quite as willing to fight with and 
under American leaders. China had’ ali 
the iron and coal necessary to make 
munitions. In the manufactire of 
powder and chermrtcals thé Chinésé are 
the best experts on earth. 

A magnificent army of Chinése and 
Japanese could be recruited in the Far 
East. They could be trainéd by allied 
and American officérs Who aré phys- 
{cally unable to train otir troops, for 
conditions are very different in China, 
and a general officer might be carried 
around in a sedan chair by four cooliés, 
and would create positively no wh- 
favorable comment—or éven knowledge 
of his physical shortcomings. 

We have hundreds of retired officers, 
and physically disqualified offi¢ers, who 
é@ré not equal to. active service at the 
front, but whose knowledge of military 
training could be applied fully in China. 
If we have been able to train 2,060,000 
Americans in a year we should be able 
to train 10,000,000 Chinese in the samé 
time. 

The Chinese are intelligent, have the 
finest memories in the world, and could 
bé trained as officers just as we 
tPained our officers at Plattsburg. 

ith a man like General Wood or 
General Bell in charge of such an or- 
gahization; and a few hundred retired 
or physically unfit officers to teach 
military science, thesé officers’ training 
camps in China would produce re- 
markable results. ‘The Pacific Ocean 
is opeh. Wé do not need to tfansport 
either troops or munitions acfoss it. 
We need only send several hundred of- 
ficers and the good-will and honest ap- 
proval of the American people. 

The movement would gather foree like 
a showball as it rolled westward, tak- 
ing in contingents of Indians, Sibérians, 
and Russian véterans in its course. By 
the time it réached the German front— 
which it could do in the Spring of 1920, 
or even™before, as a possibility, we 
would have redeémed Russia and could 
dictate our own ’terms to the Kaiser. 
We would have three or four million 
men holding him or beating him on the 
west front, and an army of eight or 
tern million fresh troops—who could live 
and fight on the. smallest ration in the 
world—coming tMmto’ East Prussia and 
Hungary. 

Why do we hesitate? Either we must 
use thé Asiatics or Germany will use 


thém eventually against us. They are 
our friends and alliés now, and wé can 
cemént this union in aftray that will 


make é whole Asiatic continent, as 
well Russia, our fiiends after the 
war is over. What if China and Japan 


do gain something? We will gain their 
good-will and their tradé, and Asia is 
the most ,undevélopéd eontinent on 
tafth, with the most magnificent re- 
sourcés of men, mufiitions, coal, and 
iron.

Steel Shares Lead. in Activity 
and. Strength—Trying 
’ Out Investors, 








Yesterday’s stock market was largely 
@ repetition of the markets of the last 
few days, in which most of; the in- 
dustrial issues moved higher, but with 
enough, reactions in the inactive stocks 
to give the list an irregular appearance. | 
‘Sentiment has grown much ‘more favor-;- 
able toward the steel issues, in which 
a large proportion of the trading has 
been concentrated. United States - Steel 
made a new top for this movement at 
104% yesterday, and closed with a net 
advance of 1%. A more striking gain 
was reported by Sloss-Sheffield Steel } 
and Iron, which ended the day at its 
best figure with a net advance of 4% 
points, all directly due to the pleasant 
surprise given stockholders through 
the declaration of 6 per cent. extra to 
compensate them for the dividends 
omitted a year ago, when the com- 
pany, although doing a profitable busi- 
ness, needed the money for working 
capital. 

Evidence of the better feeling de- 
veloping under the financial situation is 
furnished by the gradual reappearance 
of new. security offerings carrying 
yields compatible with the current re- 
turns on obligations of similar nature. 
A premature: announcement yesterday 
of plans under discussion by the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph with 
bankers for the offering of $40,000,000 
of convertible bonds attracted a good 
dea] of interest, for this company has 
always entered the market on terms 
favorable to investors with the re- 
sult that offerings have been quickly 
absorbed. That a.like result will fellow 
the new apeal for capital is almost cer- 
tain, despite the recent indifference of 
investors to new securities. The tele- 
phone shares declined to 97% on the 
prospect of the addition of a _ large 
amount of new stock through the opera- 
tion: of the conversion feature to be at- 
tached to the bonds. 

While the volume of dealings has been 

enlarged from day to day, trading is 
still on a moderate scale which has not 
proved émbarrassing to the money mar- 
kets on the eve of the big shifting of 
credits which will result from the tax 
payments. today. Money. ruled at 6 per 
cent. for call loans yesterday, with the 
usual difference of % per cent. against 
those secured by industrial collateral 
exclusively. Liberty bonds were firm 
with a heavy turnover in the second 4s, 
which, however, closed slightly firmer. 
The Brooklyn Rapid Transit 5s ad- 
vanced at one time to 98%, but dropped 
nearly 2 points afterward. The Street 
is still awaiting some indication of the 
intention of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion in the matter of co-operating with 
the compapy’s bankers in meeting these 
notes at maturity. 
On the whole the Street has had 
a satisfactory week with confidence 
steadily growing in a favorable out- 
come of the German drive toward Paris.

Purchases: Are Also Urged to Do 
Bulk of Their Shopping In 
. the Morning Hours. 





During the continuation of the war 
patrons of Néw York's dry: goods stores 
will ‘have to rest content with one de- |‘ 
livery a day if the new plan just ‘put 
intd effect by several of the large de- 
partment stores meets with success. 
Among: ‘the. firms who have announced 
that. single daily ‘deliveries will be the 
rule are Gimbel Brothers, Best: & Co., 
B, Altman &.Co. and John Wanamaker. 
Other. dry goods houses, it was said yes- 
terday, would probably take simflar ac- 
tion. 

W.. de S. Trenholm, Secretary of the 
Retail Dry. Goods Association, which 
includes practically all of the leading 
department stores in this city, yester- 
day told of the reasons influencing the 
dry goods men in reducing.deliveries to 
the minimum. 

“The determination of many of the 
New York dry goods: stores to reduce 
their local deliveries. to cne a day,”’ Mr. 
Trenholm said, ‘‘ was reached in re- 
sponse to the request of the Government 
that this be done in order to help effect 
ah economy in “the use of man power. 
The number of men employed in the de- 
livery: department of the large stores in 
this: country ‘is collectively large, and at 
this time it is imperative that the busi- 
ness enterprises of the nation engaged 
in the production and distribution of 
non-essentials should conduct their ac- 
tivities with as few meén as, possible 
who are in the draft age, so that the 
army, navy and those engaged in the 
production of commodities essential to 
the conduct of the war may have the 
services of such men. 

“Jt is in: this spirit of patriotism, 
with which the men operating the stores 
of New York are so thoroughly imbued, 
that they have given so generously to 
the various organizations assisting the 
Government to prosecute the war and 
care for our. soldiers, and:in the same 
spirit they have inaugurated various 
economical. measures in the operation of 
their establishments. All thoughtful
